It is not yet pertain that the 
paw scheme will he carried out but 
tome of Ute delegates point out that 
Villous questions are so inter-related 
that time will be Saved In the long 
run by tying all the treaties together. 
A further advantage to be obtained 
through a jo’n t treaty is that it will 
make Germany responsible for all her 
allies by binding her up in a pact in 
which they were parties. This was the 
duly immediate explanation 
for the 
radical change in the trend of the con­ 
ference work. 
It has been stated on 
all sides for some time past that speed 
is of the utmost importance and it is 
understood the

It has 
also been pointed out that trying to 
lump the treaties inevitably will mean 
some delay but that such a plan ulti­ 
mately will save time.

BRITAIN AND MONROE- 
DOCTRINE 


\ 
In considering the relation of the 
^League of Nations to the Monroe Doc- 
nine, it may help to keep the public 
pfraps diva straight if everybody will 
remiss her this important fact; 
*S6 v \ _ .. 
Great Britain has always been the 
main support of our Monroe Doctrine. 
Anyone who doubts this statement 
can easily verify it by looking into 
the history of the document—both the 
theoretical discussions of it and the 
practical working out of it during its 
century of operation. 
It is probably accurate to say that 
during the greater part of this period 
the United States could not possibly 
have enforced the doctrine if it had 
not been for the friendly 
acquies­ 
cence of Great Britain, often accom­ 
panied by practical support at critical 
times On one occasion Britain came 
very near pledging herself in a formal 
treaty to support this doctrine against 
the rest of the world. 
If Great Britain has done this in 
the past, it would be strange, indeed, 
if, along with the new friendliness and 
co-operation resulting from our war 
partnership, she should fail to follow 
the same policy hereafter. And this 
Inference is supported by the actual 
conduct of the British representatives 
at the Peace Conference. They have 
not given any indication of any other 
desire, as regards the Monroe Doc­ 
trine, than to strengthen and extend 
its scope and power. 
Inasmuch as British sea power is 
supreme, and Britain and America are 
admittedly the two leading powers and 
together able to dominate the world, 
there seems little reason to fear for 
the Monroe Doctrine even if the other 
big powers should seek, through a 
League of Nations, to weaken its op­ 
eration. 
It is doubtless desirable, a* Mr. 
Taft has suggested, that there be in 
the league constitution 
an explicit 
statement 
guaranteeing the continu­ 
ance of the Monroe Doctrine as a 
working principle, for the assurance 
of those who are honestly worried 
about the matter. That would nail it 
down. But many disinterested authori­ 
ties are not at all disturbed about the 
question, feeling perfectly sure that in 
practice no other nation or combina­ 
tion of nations will dare in the future 
to meddle 
in this hemisphere. 
We 
have power to keep them out; and 
Great 
Britain—whose 
interests 
lie 
elsewhere, and who wants our moral 
support in protecting her own Inter­ 
ests—will stand with us in case of 
need.

No wage dem ands, under such circumstances, of any 
unreasonable nature, therefore have been made by labor, 
f while the absence of any strong dem and for general 
building m aterials has kept their costs down to the 
' lowest of ail price levels for commodities. 
Building labor wages are only 28 per cent higher than 
in 1913, against an average of 94 per cent higher in 
“ general commodities," while building materials, on an 
J average, have advanced less than half what "general 
| commodities” have advanced. 
Then, loo, rents have 
increased and real estate has fallen. 
These facts, considered together, it is pointed out, make 
new building the cheapest industrial activity in America 
today, while six months from now, is predicted, building 
costs will have worked their way up to higher levels more 
; proportionate with all other costs. 
Money and credit expansions, coupled with gigantic 
government loans, the eastern financiers point out, mount 
into such overwhelming billions that prices and wages 
cannot possibly recede to old levels for many years to 
come, if, indeed, they ever can again. 
Hence, to "build now," it is declared, is the wisest and 
most common sense thing that possibly can be done.

FARM BUREAU 
IS BENEFICIAL 
TO FARMERS 


In aff* article by Clarence Ouster, 
assistant secretary, United States De* 
partmont of Agriculture. which ap­ 
peared in a recent Issue of Orchard 
and Farm, ho h at tho following to say 
In record to tho county agent: 
Among tho activities which the De­ 
partment of Agriculture knows to bo 
highly beneficial to tho farmer, tho 
county agent's work has a prominent 
place. He is in effect a sort of deputy 
secretary of agriculture, made avail­ 
able directly to tho people of a county. 
Seventy-five pm* cent of the counties 
of CaHtornia, 78 per cont of Whetting 
ton co un ties, and 71 per cent of Ore­ 
gon counties have availed themselves 
of this service from tho Department of 
Agriculture and tho Agricultural Col­ 
leges. There Is no dibs available to 
show what per cent of fanners in each 
* 
county having a county agent are 
availing themselves of his services. 
The expressions quoted above are an 
intimation of what benefits every tann­ 
er abd fruit grower might receive if 
he did take dull advantage of this op­ 
portunity. 
And the same applies to 
the work of the home demonetcation 
agent, who is to the woman In the 
home what the county agent is to the 
man in the field or orphan!■ It applies 
also to the club agent who does for 
the boys and girth a more effective 
educational work than 
is ordinarily 
possible with adults. 
The entire ex­ 
tension work embracing these three 
classes of agents constitutes only one 
of seversI score lines of work that the 
Department of Agriculture Is doing in 
sn effort to sid Pacific coast growers. 
A farmer at Eugene, Oregon, In a 
communication to the Department of 
Agriculture, figures ae nearly as possi­ 
ble the benefit that he has derived 
• from the work of the county 
agent; 
then he adds: 
"I find that I have re­ 
ceived enough profit this year from the 
county agent to pay my part of the 
support of his office for 200 years."

In official tests, coft! bara grown 
from BBS pounds In Weight on Septem­ 
ber IS, to 187 pounds in weight on 
April SI, en a dally ration of EBS 
pounds of one-half shelled corn and 
one-half shelled oats and 7.8 pounds 
of hay. Colts can consume small quan­ 
tities of silage, but lf they are forced 
to eat large quantities they cannot bd 
expected to grow as much as they 
would lf tod more liberally*on grain.

Co operation Expert of tbs United 
States Department of Agriculture 
Believes lo System That Does Not 
Tis Up Consumer Indefinitely But 
Leaves Him,Fret To Decide On 
Pnrchnses.

Because billions of weed seeds are 
in the fields aa a result of the 1818 
crop of 
vegetation, 
a 
nation-wide 
weed-swatting campaign would great­ 
ly increase the production of all crops.,111® purchase of a particular carload 
The weeds that have already made a 
start should be exterminated the first 
chance you get. 
Early and frequent 
cultivation will kill them by the mil­ 
lions. 
If the overgrazed pastures are given 
a rest, the native grasses will come 
back and crowd out tho iron weed. 
wild verbena, horse burr, snow on the 
mountain, wild craton, poverty grass, 
drop-seed grass, and 
other 
pasture 
weeds. Salt the blindweed, whenever 
it appears in a new locality, with an 
application of common crude salt, ap­ 
plied at the rate of 12 tons to the acre. 
Have alfalfa teed tested at the seed 
laboratory tat your state experiment 
station, to find what weed seeds am 
In i t 
As there are im> seed laws in many 
states to protect na. we will have to 
protect ourselves. 
If Sudan grass Is 
planted, be certain that the sources 
are free from Johnson-grass seed. The 
seeds of the two species can scarcely 
be distinguished from each other. 
Weeds waste tons of water that 
should go Into the growing crops. It 
takes more water to produce a ton of 
pigweeds or Russian thistle than a ton 
of sorghum. 
An sere of sunflowers 
will use 12,800 barrels of water a year, 
or enough to irrigate an acre of al­ 
taite a whole summer. It pays better 
to raise crops than to raise weeds, 
and it is just aq easy lf yow start in 
time. 
It is to be hoped that the county 
agents will give special attention this 
year to the weed problem in their re­ 
spective 
localities and 
report un­ 
known or troublesome weeds to their 
state botanist for Identification 
and 
for Information as to the means of 
eradication. 
When you send weeds to your state 
experiment station for examination 
sad identification, enough of the plant 
should be sent to show the character­ 
istic leaves and the flowers or seeds. 
The U tter are indispensable in many*, 
if not most, cases for correct identi­ 
fication.

Cooperative buying is profitable to 
consumers only when fewer services 
are required by the co-operative meth­ 
od than would be required by the old 
trad e-channel 
methods. 
In 
other 
words, the economies secured by con­ 
sumers through cooperative 
buying 
are effected for the most part by dis­ 
pensing with certain 
services 
that 
they have been In the habit of receiv­ 
ing, and paying for, under the old sys­ 
tem. 
Every service rendered In co­ 
operative buying must be paid tor by 
the consumer just as under the estab­ 
lished mlddle-man system. It follows, 
therefore, that the principal way to re­ 
duce coste is to reduce the services re­ 
quired. 
Thlo lo tho Slit of the views 
held 
sad expressed b f the United SUtes 
Department of Agriculture through Its 
cooperative expelts In the Bureau of 
Markets. One of these experts recent­ 
ly detailed some experiences to show 
that the organisation of 
the village 
community 
for 
cooperative buying 
and selling may be made relatively 
simple. 
In o suburb of an Eastern 
city, he said, a plan has been adopted 
for the purchase of carlots of certain 
commodities under which a community 
committee undertakes to contract for 
the purchase of o carlot of potatoes, 
say, direct from a producers’ associa­ 
tion and to deliver them direct from 
the car to the homes of the consum­ 
ers who have placed orders for por­ 
tions of the lot. The car Is placed on 
a siding In the suburb, a drayage con­ 
cern Is employed to deliver the pota­ 
toes to the homes of the contracting 
consumers, who pay cash at the time 
of delivery to the committee, which, 
in turn, settles with the growers’ asso­ 
ciation. 
Advantages of Simp!# System 
This is pointed out as a simple sys­ 
tem with these advantageous features: 
Each purchase is confined to .a single 
commodity at a specific tftae. 
The 
commodity is purchased direct 
from 
an association of producers. 
The en­ 
tire transaction Is handled by a com 
mitts© which la paid simply for the 
time actually devoted to the work. No 
outlay Is involved for storage or ware­ 
house facilities because the commod­ 
ity is taken directly from the car to 
the homes. 
Even 
the 
cartage ex­ 
penses are considerably reduced by a 
contract arrangement for delivery of 
the entire carload. 
The total costs 
paid by the consumer are the price 
paid to the producer plus the trans­ 
portation and cartage 
charges 
and 
payment for the time given by the 
committee. 
The only particular 
in 
which further safeguarding 
la 
sug­ 
gested is to make sure that the prod­ 
uct purchased is of good and uniform 
grade or quality. 
The outstanding advantage is that 
the Individual member takes part in

shipment and when this has been de­ 
livered and paid for the responsibility 
of the Individual ceases. 
He Is then 
free to choose whether or not he de­ 
sires to participate In any other pur­ 
chase. Any change in price that may 
occur during the period of delivery 
must bs boras by tbs members par­ 
ticipating In the purchase rather than 
by the association aa a whole. 
The 
individuals directly associated in the 
particular purchase become respons­ 
ible for whatever speculative feature 
may be involved abd the association 
as an association is not entangled In 
the event of a decline. If the lot were 
purchased by the association tor re­ 
sale to Its members, such a decline in 
price during delivery would mean that 
the association must pocket a lots 
which ultimately would have to be 
made good by assessment or other­ 
wise. 
Purchasing tor Regale More Complex 
If the association purchases for re­ 
sale to Its members, the operation be­ 
comes relatively complex. Storage fa­ 
cilities m ust be provided and a more 
or less permanent force of employes 
must be maintained. 
The responsi­ 
bility of the Individual member does 
not cease with the completion of a 
single 
transaction, 
but 
necessarily 
continues in connection with the fixed 
expense of maintaining the storage or 
warehouse concern and the clerical 
force. It becomes necessary, also, to 
provide a sufficient amount and variety 
of slock to serve the needs and 
re­ 
quirements of customers and 
there 
comes Into existence the co-operative 
■tore, which, on the whole, has 
not 
been successful In this country. 
The conclusion is reached that the 
fundamental principle la that all co­ 
operative buying and selling, like all 
other buying and selling, Is essentially 
s business enterprise which, lf ltfe to 
succeed, must be grounded on busi­ 
ness principles, must be organised in 
recognition of the fact that every ser­ 
vice to be secured by the members 
must be paid for, and that, therefore, 
the principal way to reduce costs is 
to reduce the services required.

Commercial Use of the Furrow-Manure 
Method 
In 1913, one of the leading citrus 
growers in the Corona district. R. L. 
Willits, used the furrow-manure meth­ 
od on one of his orchards. 
This or­ 
chard consists of 67 acres and with 
the exception of IO acres of Eureka 
lemons the frees are all of the Wash­ 
ington navel orange variety and are 
now about 23 years old. 
At the time Mr. Willits adopted the 
furrow manure method the trees were 
showing symptoms of decadence as 
indicated by the lack of vigorous new 
growth, the lj*ht color and sparse 
condition of th© foliage, and tne site 
| and appearance Of the fruits. The fur- 
row-ntanure treatment was adopted for 
the reason that It was hoped that its 
use might stimulate more and better 
growth and an improved production as 
had been the case In the experim ent 
plat in a nearby orchard. 
In addition to the tnarure buried in 
the furrows, in the middle of the tree 
j rows and in the same direction as the 
j irrigation flow, a cover crop of Melil- 
otus Indica was sowed in the late sum­ 
mer after the furrow-manure applica­ 
tion had beer. complete I. Th© follow­ 
ing spring Mr. Willits mulched the soil 
under the trees with bean straw and 
applied sulphate of ammonia at the 
rate of four and a half pounds per 
tree for the first, and one pound for 
each of the others. It was distributed 
tin the furrows just before or immedi­ 
ately 
following 
irrigations. 
Other 
spring fertilizers used by Mr. Willits 
during subsequent 
seasons 
included 
bat guano at the gate of seven pounds 
Iter tree and garbage tankage at the 
rate of SO pounds per tree. distributed 
around the trees at about the drip of 
the branches or in furrows. 
In addi­ 
tion to the manure applied in furrows 
during the summer or fall at the rate 
of seven to nine cubic feet per tree,

Durirg the first season the manure 
furrows were run ie tho same direc­ 
tion as the irrigation flow, one be­ 
tween each two tree rows.

ENJOYING LIFE ON 


In a letter received by Mrs. J. M. 
Simmons from her son Tom, aboard 
the U. 9. S. New York. a sailor’s life 
in the tropics is described. The letter 
follows: 
"We have been out st sea now for 
five d&\8 st war maneuvers, off tho 
southern coast et Cuba. 
We sighted 
the Island of Hayti day before yester­ 
day. It looked to be very mountainous. 
It is as warm as a day in May back, 
south today down here, and the sea 
looks smooth and glassy aa we plow 
tbroygh it at seventeen knots (about 
twenty miles an hour). A'Cuban ‘bura 
boat’ came alongside today and I got 
some oranges. They are sweeter than 
the oranges in California but amaller. 
The uniform down here now is white 
trouser#, undershirts, without shoes. 
if you don’t care to wear them, and 
white hats. 
Am getting brown fast 
In this tropical sun after having been 
blistered twice. 
Some are 
having 
their heads shaved. We sleep on the 
‘top-side.’ or main dock, owing to the 
heat below decks, especially below the 
water line. 
A wave came 
over the 
bow when we hit a ground swell this 
morning about 3 o’clock, and drenched 
us while asleep. 
‘‘It has rained only once since we 
came down here and then only for 
about five minutes. 
The sky is al­ 
way* clear and at hight there are more 
stain than I ever taw before. If you 
have ever read say of Jock London * 
South Sea stories, you could see It 
ail down here, only tho natives are 
not all brown but soma are just plain 
Spanish speaking negroes. 
"Wa hsve SWI— ing call twice • 
dsy. 
“We have eight of our O-type sub­ 
marines with the fleet today, firing 
blank tory*Hioes- 
We anchor tonight 
about 11:80 in Guatanamo Bay, have 
captain’s inspection tomorrow morn­ 
ing and get under way at 4 p. rn. for 
some port west of here, off the coast 
of Cuba, an over-night’s rom Monday 
wo get under way again for a cruise 
at tea, where the most important drill 
of the navy will be carried out, long 
and short range firing of Avo and four­ 
teen-inch guns in target practice. 
"It is rumored we are going across 
agsin ibis year to ‘Blighty France, 
and possibly Genoa to pass in review 
with British and French 
navies.

would like to see all I enn this cruise 
as I am not thinking of ‘shipping over* 
(reenlisting.)
